Cards Received 
By Voters from 
Unknown Source 


L am ar county 
voters 
recently 
have received cards from a rep re­ 
sentative of interests whose identi­ 
ties are not disclosed, but who urge 
the 
voters to mail the 
cards to 
their representatives in the state 
legislature. 
The cards state that 
the voter favors tax exemption of 
homesteads valued at $3,000 or less 
and further favors a state income 
tax. 
A num ber of cards have been 
mailed by voters to W. H. W'iggs. 
L am ar county representative. Com ­ 
menting on the cards, Mr. Wiggs 
sa id : 
“ I have had quite a few friends 
suggest th a t a new form of taxa­ 
tion be set up. Some suggest a state 
i n c o m e tax. 
Let me say th a t econ­ 
omy in governm ent is most im por­ 
tant at present. 
“After we have reduced salaries, 
abolished a few hoards and com­ 
missions, set aside a portion of the 
present gasoline tax and redeemed 
our county road bonds and have 
quit voting bonds; after we have 
consolidated a few county offices, 
exempted homesteads to the value 
of $3,000 from state taxes: after 
we have reduced the cost of state, 
countj and city governm ent to a 
minimum nnd have some idea w hat 
we miM have— then will we be in 
a position to consider the tapping 
of new source* for revenue or set­ 
ting up a new system of taxation. 
“ Let us wait until we have abol­ 
ished ^ h e old before we set up tho 
new' and thereby avoid a double 
system of taxation."
